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REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION 



Sir: 



Applicants request that a Certificate of Correction be issued to correct two errors 
that appear in the above-referenced patent due to mistakes made on the part of the 
Office, namely, 1.) the Application Number should be 10/655,578 instead of 10/655,5784 
as shown in section (21); and 2.) the Filing Date should be September 4, 2003 and not 
June 4, 2004 as shown in Section (22.) 

The facts regarding the Filing Date are as follows: 

1 . The application was filed on September 4, 2003 with the specification 
in Japanese. The return receipt postcard was received indicating the 
assigned Serial Number and the filing date of September 4, 2003. A 
copy of the postcard is attached. 

2. A Notice of Missing Parts was finally mailed to the applicants on April 
6, 2004, requesting the Declaration, an English translation of the 
Specification and a Statement of Accuracy regarding the translation. 
The Response to Missing Parts was filed in a timely manner on June 2, 
2004, in which the Declaration, the English Translation with a 
Statement of Accuracy, as required in 37 CFR 1.52(d), and all fees 
required, including those set forth in 37 CFR 1 .170), were submitted to 
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the Office. A copy of the Response to Missing Parts (the Transmittal 
only) filed on June 2, 2004 is attached. 

3. The updated Filing Receipt was mailed on July 1 5, 2004 and the 
Notice of Allowance was mailed on September 7, 2004. Both papers 
indicated the incorrect filing date of June 4, 2004. 

4. On November 18, 2004, a Request for Corrected Notice of Allowance 
was filed to request the correction of the filing date to September 4, 
2003.

5. The Office mailed a Communication on September 23, 2005 indicating 
that the Office of Initial Patent Examination was to review the request. 
No official response was received as to the specifics of the filing date. 

6. The Letters Patent issued on November 8, 2005 with the incorrect filing 
date. A telephone call to Steve Marcus of the Office of Patent Legal 
Administration was made on November 28, 2005. Mr. Marcus 
concurred that the applicants' response to the Missing Parts and the 
filing of the English Translation and Statement was proper and that the 
application should retain the original filing date of September 4, 2003. 
Mr. Marcus recommended the applicants file a certificate of correction 
to remedy this error by the Office. 

It is the applicants' belief, as well as that of Mr. Steve Marcus of the Office of 
Patent Legal Administration, that the Office is in error and should correct the filing date to 
read September 4, 2003 on the Letters Patent. Applicants request that a Certificate of 
Correction be issued to show the correct Application Number of 10/655,578 and the 
correct Filing Date of September 4, 2003.
